GERMANS DECLARE 
NAZI FLAG INSULT 
WORK OF SOVIETS 


While U. S. Government 
Expresses Regret, Edi- 
torials Resent Alleged 
Affront to German Flag. 


BERLIN, July 28.—(4)—TPBhe reich 
press, commenting wrathfully today 
on.the ripping of the nazi flag from 
the German liner Bremen in New 
York Friday, attributed the outbreak 
to the pronouncements of the present 
communists’ council in Moscow. 

While due notice was taken of the 
report from Washington that the Unit- 
ed States government has expressed 
regret over the incident through As- 
sistant Secretary of State Wilbur J. 
Carr, the editorials are still filled 
with resentment over what they con- 
sider an affront to the German flag. 

Kreuz Zeitung characterized the 
Bremen incident as “the first fruits 
of the seventh communist internation- 
ale.” Germania, Deutsche Allegemeine 


Zeitung and Morgenpost all emphasize 
that such treatment of a foreign liner 
would be absolutely impossible in any 


|German port and that it just shows 


the world it need not excite itself over 
the treatment of Jews in Germany. 
“Hope of Civilized World.” 
Antikomintern, the Association of 
German  Anti-Bolshevist Societies’ 
manifesto, says: “Germany is the only 
hope of the civilized world. Bolshev-

WASHINGTON, July 28.—(CP) — 


The school bell will ring at the De- 
partment of JuStice. tomorrow and 21 
policemen will start attending classes 
on how to catch criminals. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the divi- 


sion of investigation, will conduct a 
‘three-month school and will be as- 


sisted by his experts who have made 
a noteworthy record in crime inyves- 
tigation. 

The “pupils” selected from state 
and municipal departments in vari- 
ous parts of the country, will re- 
ceive lectures in scientific crime de- 
tection, firearms and first aid and 
police’ administration. 

They will be taught how the gov- 
ernment men carefully preserve’ and 
compile fingerprints. Hoover hopes 
to enlist the co-operation of every 
local police department in adding to 
the fingerprint files that already have 
about 4,000,000 entries. . 

The investigation division also will 
demonstrate one of .the miracles of 
modern crime detection.

LONDON, July 29.—(Monday)— 
(?)—Great Britain plans to. build al- 
most a complete new battle-fleet cost- 
ing $750,000,000 by 1942, the Daily 
Herald said today in an article which 
it claimed revealed a secret seven-year 
plan developed by the admiralty. 

Despite a statement in the house of 
commons by Commander B. M. Epres- 
Monsell, first lord of the admiralty, 
declaring publication of the program 
would “be against the interests of the 
public and the peace of the world,” 
the newspaper published what it de- 
scribed as “the admiralty’s famous 
‘hush-hush’ plan which already has 
been communicated to the admiralties 
of the United States, France, Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan.” 

The huge new schedule, the news- 
paper announced, calls for the con 
struction of 12 new capital ships and 
33 cruisers.

ETHIOPIA REJECTS 
ITALY'S VIEW OF PROBLEM 

GENEVA, July 28.—(4)—The gov- 
ernment of Ethiopia today rejected 
Italy's contention that 
tion commission on the Italo-Ethio- 
pian dispute be restricted to discus- 
gion of frontier incidents without 
considering the question of border 
sovereignty. 

A telegram received by the League 
of Nations council from Bellaten 
Gueta Herouy, Ethiopian foreign min- 
jster, threw the whole question of 
the interpretation of the commission s 
powers into the council's hands and 


indicated that Ethiopia would abide.

27." Herouy's telegram read, “Ethio- 
pia confirms its request submitted by 
its delegates with a view to obtaining 
an interpretation of the mission of 
conciliation and arbitration. 

‘The Ethiopian government denies 
it ever agreed to a limitation of the 
arbitrators’ powers. The te 
note of July 17 replying to the Ital- 
jan note of July 14 has already 
stated that it rests with the coun- 
cil of the League of Nations to de- 
cide between the respective contea- 
tions of two groups of arbitrators.

Until the new crop begins to move 
to market in volume, some experts 
contend the government may be in po- 
sition to get its price from the mills. 

Subject for Debate.

The 
ilatest figure of government leans 
lagainst these exceeded $221,000,000.

The 12-cent loan was consid- 
fered by many too high, although it 
was under the prevailing market at 
the time it was announced.

CALLS FOR ACTION 
AbAINST GERMANY 


Green, President of A. F. 
L., Cites Inhuman Treat- 


ment of Laboring Class. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—(P))— 
William Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. called on 
the federal government tonight to take 
“appropriate action” against the Hit- 
ler government in Germany to stop 
“brutal, inhuman treatment” of the 
laboring class. 

“In behalf of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor,” Green said in a state- 
ment, “I repeat its official protest 
against the most recent action of the 
Hitler government. 

“Surely the governing nations which 
make up the civilized world cannot 
longer remain indifferent to the action 
of a tyrant such as Hitler, to his ex- 
celling in brutality and fiendish perse- 
cution the rulers of a bygone pagan 
age. 

“The time has arrived when Ger- 
many ought to be boycotted, not — 
by labor and its friends but by 
the people of the United States. 

“Furthermore, in the light of his- 
torical events it would appear that the 
hour has arrived when our own gov- 
ernment ought to take appropriate ac-

Ticks That Don’t Stick 
Are Called Dangerous 


BERKELEY, Cal., July 28.—(/) 
Ticks that don’t stick were declared 
by University of California scien- 
tists here today to be carriers of 
relapsing fever—described as a 
“comparatively new and severe dis- 
ease” in thé United States. 

Two of the scientists—themselves 
stricken while tracing the disease— 
joined in warning vacationists and 
residents of western mountain regi- 
ons to beware of the tick. 

When distended, they said, it has 
a strawberry red hue, except for a 
whitish anterior point. Unlike the 
sticking species, it drops off after 
it has had its fill of blood, which 
it usually manages to obtain in less 
than 30 minutes. 

The two scientists, C. M. Wheel- 
er, assistant in entomology, and 
George E. Coleman, research assist- 
ant, although too ill to stand after 
they were stricken, helped develop 
the germ for study from specimens 
in their own blood. 

Relapsing fever, common in the 
tropics and Africa, was declared by 
the scientists to have become a 
definite health menace in California.

For Palestine. 


Twelve years ago the British gov- 
ernment, as og ord for the League 
of Nations in Palestine, offered the 
country a measure of self-government 
in the form of a legislative council. 
The Arabs opposed it. Today the 
government again proposes a legisia- 
tive council Now the Jews oppose 
it. Why? The council will consist 
of the high commissioner and 22 mem- 
bers, of whom 10 will be appointed 
by the high commissioner and 12 ap- 

inted by the people, namely eight 
foslem Arabs, two Jews and two 
Christian Arabs. In that council, thus 
constituted the Jews will be in a hope- 
less minority. 

It is difficult for us, steeped as we 
are in democratic procedure, to under- 
stand why the Jews should oppose the 
establishment of such a council. We 
are inclined to say: let the majority 
rule and let us abide by the rule of 
the majority. But in Palestine, the

Incompatible 


With Mandate. 


A legislative council in Palestine 
at the present moment is incompatible 
with the principles underlying the es- 
tablishment of a Jewish national home 
in Palestine. For that Jewish nation- 
al home is at present only in its ini- 
tial stages of upbuilding. Since the 
mandate provides for the establish- 
ment of a national home in fulfill- 
ment of the national aspirations of 
the Jewish people and formally rec 
ognizes their historic connection with 
Palestine, it is only reasonable to de- 
mand that there should be a much 
larger representation of the Jewish 
people in Palestine before such a fun- 
damental constitutional change comes 
about. For if the council is estab- 
lished, and Arabs are in the majorify, 
as would be the case at present, 
that Arab majority would unquestion-

PERSONALITIES WASHINGTON, July 28.—President Roosevelt 

has quietly started to revise-his inner circle line- 
up. The biggest part of the job will not be completed until after con- 
gress quits, but you can see the first signs of it behind the assignment 
of Charlest West as assistant secretary of interior. 

It is an open secret at the White House that Mr. West’s success as a 
liaison officer with congress was not outstanding. This is not a reflec- 
tion on Mr. West. He is a good conciliator, but only with gentlemen 
and not with wolves. What the White House needed for that job was 
a lion-tamer. This function now is being served by Vice President 
Garner, even to the extent that Senate Floor Leader Robinson can be 
spared occasionally for a few speeches back home.

But Palestine is to be turn- 
ed into a national home for the Jew- 
ish people. They have no such home 
at present. The Arabs have five na- 
tional homes elsewhere. This does not 
mean that the Arabs in Palestine 
should leave. Far from it. They 
have a perfect right to stay there 
and grow prosperous. But the direc- 
tion of the further evolution of the 
Jewish national home should be in 
the hands of Jews, not of Arabs, and 
not of Englishmen either, and espe- 
cially not of Englishmen who have 
systematically sabotaged the upbuild- 
ing of the Jewish national home.

vent beri-beri (polyneuritis). 
Underweight individuals, patients 
with diabetes, patients subject: to 
atonic chronic constipation or spastic 
constipation or so-called mucous co- 
litis (a misnomer, since there is no 
inflammation of the colon),. should 
make sure to get an optimal ration 
of vitamin B in one form or another. 
Another notion of mine—just Ol’ 
Doc Brady speculating, without a sin- 
gle rat or guinea pig to back me 
up—is that it is mainly vitamin B 
which has to do with the vital matter 
of overeating. What I mean is that 
I suspect the reason why so many 
persons have such an abnormal crav- 
ing, hunger or fondness for the car- 
bohydrates (which are mainly respon- 
sible for obesity) is that they do 
not get sufficient vitamin B. I reach 
this conclusion from the voluntary re- 
ports of a large number of patients 
(patients of my colleagues) who have 
followed a reduction regimen includ- 
ing an optimal ration of all the vita-

fied with less food than they former- 
ly craved,

RE WALKER. 


Moral Authority Is Urgent Need, 
Says the Rev. John Moore Walker 


(Editor’s Note: The Conatitution this 


morning presents the 28th of a series of 
features dealing with Atlanta ministers and 
their services. On succeeding Mondays other 
clergymen will be shown in their pulpits to- 
gether with abstracts of their mesages.) 


“Tt is authority that redeems liberty 
from being license. Without some au- 
thority to obey, one’s life is undis- 
ciplined; and it is the undisciplined 
man who becomes that creature and 
victim of his impulses,” the Rev. John 
Moore Walker, rector of St. Luke's 
Episcopal church since 1931, told his 
congregation yesterday morning. 

Mr. Walker in his sermon, said, in 

art: 

“Whosoever smiteth thee on thy 
right cheek, turn to him the other 
also.’—St. Matthew 5:39, 

This text is likely to make people 
feel uncomfortable, so emphatically 
does it run counter to the urge of our 
natural impulses. And yet remember 
it comes to us on the authority of 
Jesus Christ. Let's consider for a mo- 
ment the import to our lives of His au- 
thority. Authority of some sort is 


a prerequisite, if one is to be saved 
anarchy. 
Authority Redeems Liberty. 


It is authority that redeems liberty 


from 


from being license, that preserves order 
against confusion. Without some au- 
thority to obey, one’s life is undisci- 
plined; and it is the undisciplined 
man who becomes the creature and the 
victim of his impulses. Perhaps there 
is nothing more urgently required in 
our generation than moral authority. 
And he who would be a Christian 
must decisively commit himself to the 
authority of Christ's leadership. Sure- 
ly nothing less is to be expected. Let 
us bear this in mind as we consider 
the import of our text, “Whosoever 
smiteth thee on thy right cheek, turn 
to him the other also.” Remember 
this mandate comes with all the weight 
of the Master’s authority and is there- 
fore not to be evaded or brushed aside. 
It expresses something clear and defi- 
nite im the Christian program of con- 


duct. 
Clear and Definite. 
What is this clear and definite 
something? It is with no desire to 


which the literal meaning is not the 
true meaning. So also “If thy right 
eye offend thee, pluck it out and cast 
it from.thee ... if thy right hand of- 
fend thee, cut it off and cast it from 
thee.” The intent here is clear enough, 
but it is not the literal meaning of 
the text (for surely our Lord in this 
context was not referring to surgery !). 

Again; a person could follow the 
text literally and at the Same time 
harbor black hatred in his heart. I 
can picture Uriah Heep literally turn- 
ing the other cheek—and we all know 
what manner of man he was. 

Right Spirit. 

But, someone may object, it goes 
without saying the text should be fol- 
lowed in the right spirit. Yes, there 
you have it, the right spirit. And this 
right spirit is the true meaning of 
the command. Recognize it, embody 
it in your conduct, and you will he 
following the leadership of Jesus 


Christ in this particular. And the 
spirit, what is it? It is one whereby 
we rise above the natural impulse of 
revenge and retaliation. It is when 
we conquer the desire to requite an 
eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth. 

Show me the man who, with oppor: 
tunity to do otherwise, has reached 
that greatness of soul wherewith he 
bestows a forgiving magnanimity upon 
one who has done him real harm, hurt 


and hindered him; and I will show 
you the man who so far from retal- 
iating in kind has exhibited the spirit 
of turning the other cheek. And any- 
one, let me add, who thinks such an 
interpretation means a watering down 
of the text from its native strength 
and force undertake to embody the 
spirit just described in his own 
thought, word, and deed; and I be- 
lieve he will change his mind. 


ARMY’S HUGE BOMBER 


MAKES MAIDEN FLIGHT 

SEATTLE, July 28.—(UP)—‘ibe 
Flying Fortress’—a huge Boeing 
bomber built for the army air corps— 
made its maiden flight today. 

The plane, equipped with four 700 
h. p. motors, took off after a 500- 
foot run and, flying at an altitude of 
between 7,000 and 8,000 feet, remain- 
ed in the air for 90 minutes, 

Les Tower, chief pilot, who was

tempt to test the plane’s speed but 
made about 200 m. p. h. 

“It’s the biggest plane I ever flew,” 
said Towers after landing, “but it 
handles like a light pursuit plane.” 

Tower will probably fly the bomber 
non-stop to Dayton, Ohio, for com- 
petition with other army bombers Au- 
gust 22.

of 46 will be returned to Chicago to 
face a charge that she was party to 
a $500 murder contract, depended 
upon’ her arraignment tomorrow.

New Figures Show America 
Owes Less to Foreigners 


Than They Owe Us. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—()— 
New figures to show that the United 
States owes less money to foreigners 
than it is owed were offered today by 
Secretary Roper. 

In contrast to the views of George 
N. Peek, of the Expogt-Import Bank, 
who Tecently questioned the nation’s 
creditor position, the commerce secre- 
tary said in a foreword to his de- | 
partment’s report on the balance of 


international payments in 1934: 

“Despite substantial repatriations 
of foreign dollar bonds in recent years, 
and numerous defaults, the long-term 
international creditor position of the 
United States is emphatically demon- 
strated by the fact that our annual 
receipts on investment account were 
approximately three and_ one-half 
times the estimated interest and divi- 
dend payments by this country to resi- 
dents of foreign countries on their in- 
vestments in the United States.” 

On May 5, Peek reported to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that the nation’s credi- 
tor position “appears to depend” on 
the true value of defaulted war debts 
and out-of-date estimates of direct 
capital investments in foreign coun- 
tries. The department’s report fore- 
told a “wide-scale survey.” 

Roper conceded that the “abnormal 
character” of many international 
transactions in 1934, due to dollar de- 
valuation and political unsettlement 
in several European “gold bloc’ coun- 
tries, made it “exceedingly difficult 
to. identify or appraise the various 
movements involved.’ 

He said, however, that American 
funds which were expatriated in 1933 
returned after the dollar was revalued, 
and the Furopean -unsettlement pe- 
riodically influenced the expatriation 
of foreign capital to the United 
States. 

Roper said he viewed these move- 
ments as “due to special influences 
which will tend to correct themselves 
and not as indicators of a permanent 
trend in our international creditor- 
debtor position.” His gauge—interest

MOSCOW, July 28.—(4)—Earl 
Browder, the general secretary of the 
American community party, drew pro- 
longed applause today when he told 
the seventh communist internationale 
that the party was growing steadily 
stronger in America.
